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Retail Trade (Page 612) 

The money value of sales reported for September 
was 4°5 per cent. higher than for the same month 
of last year, advances being shown for all five 
districts. Sales of food and perishables rose by 7°4 
per cent. and those of other merchandise by 1:2 per 
cent. In the first eight months of the trading year 
total sales exceeded by 6°2 per cent. those in the 
corresponding period of 1935. The index for total 
sales in September rose to 109 from 101 in August. 
Stocks at the end of last month were of 3°6 per 
cent. greater value than a year earlier. Employ- 
ment was 2°2 per cent. higher. 


Volume and Value of Our Trade (Page 614) 

After making allowances for the price changes 
which have occurred since 1930 the volume of 
imports into the United Kingdom during the first 
nine months of 1936 showed an increase of 3 per 
cent. as compared with the corresponding period of 
the earlier year, while exports of United Kingdom 
goods and of imported merchandise were 11 and 17 
per cent. smaller respectively. Average values of 
imports, domestic exports and re-exports in the first 
nine months of the present year were respectively 
23, 17 and 16 per cent. below those of the basic year 
1930. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 621) 

Compared with a year earlier daily output of coal 
in August, 1936, was greater in all the countries 
specified except France, the increases in the United 
States amounting to 32 per cent. for bituminous and 
29 per cent. for anthracite. Substantial all-round 
increases were shown for pig iron production, except 
in France, a rise of over 50 per cent., to a higher

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total than for any month since June, 1930, being 
recorded in the United States. Crude steel output 
was also substantially larger in the latter country 
and only France showed a decrease. 


Our Economic Position (Pages 625-626) 

Tables illustrating the economic position in the 
United Kingdom provide figures for the third quarter 
of 1936 as well as for the month of September, in 
comparison with previous periods, 


Engagements of Seamen (Page 627) 

In the first nine months of 1936 engagements of 
British seamen at mercantile offices in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland represented 97°6 per cent. of 
the total, compared with 97:5 per cent. in the corre. 
sponding period of 1935. Engagements of all 
seamen increased by 1,160, or 0°4 per cent. 


Oversea Trade of New Zealand (Page 632) 

Despite enhanced values for imports the excess 
value of exports during the first seven months of 
this year was £15,520,713 as against £10,662,254 
in the corresponding period of 1935. 


Economic Conditions in Estonia (Page 635) 
Foreign trade was 12°6 per cent. greater in value 
in the first eight months of 1936 than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1935. Industrial output in the 
first six months of 1936 showed an increase of 122 
per cent. over the first half of last year. 


Indo-Japanese Trade Relations (Page 637) 
The United Kingdom-Japanese Convention of

RETAIL TRADE IN SEPTEMBER 


COMPARISON 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 613 a table showing the relation of sales in 
September, 1936, to sales in the corresponding period 
of 1935. Index numberst showing the relation of 
certain sales in September, 1936, to average daily sales 
in 1933 are given in a further table. 

Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of September, 1936, with those for the same 
date in 1935. A smaller number of concerns supply 
this information; the co-operative societies in par- 
ticular at present report sales only. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH INDIVIDUAL 
STATISTICS 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a variety of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have there- 
fore to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1935 and 1936 comparable when com-

bined into district or other totals. Almost all contri- 
butors now report the number of days on which selling 
took place in their shops during the period to which 
their figures relate, On each return, therefore, the 1935 
sales are corrected, where necessary, by the appro- 
priate amount to make them comparable with those of 
1936, so far as length of period is concerned. Adjust- 
ments of this kind may be imperfect where a return 
relates to the sales of a number of shops in different 
towns, but the error involved is not likely to affect the 
published figures. Corrections for such differences 
between September, 1935, and September, 1936, were 
numerous, as the calendar month contained one selling 
day more in 1936 than in the preceding year. 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to the trade of branches or 
departments which have been established for a year at 
least and which were therefore actually in operation in 
the two months for which the return is made. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing a8 
a general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating 
results and which possibly reflect transfers of trade 
from established to newly-opened concerns. Once the 
new branch or department can report its own sales not 
only for the month in the current year but also for the 
same month a year earlier, the percentage movements 
recorded should not be seriously affected, but as the 
first comparisons will be with a period of expanding 
sales the published statistics will have a favourable 
bias. Further, the difficulty of ensuring adequate 
representation of the smaller individual trader in thes@ 
statistics must always be borne in mind.

SALES 
CoMPARISON WITH TWELVE MontHS EARLIER 


September.—The money value of sales reported for 
September, 1936, was 4°5 per cent. higher than that 
for September, 1935. ‘This increase is smaller than 
that recorded for August (7°4 per cent.), but it may 
be noted that the increase of September, 1935, over 
September, 1934, amounted to 81 per cent, and was 
the second largest monthly increase in that year. 
Advances were reported last month for all five 
districts, the smallest being 3°6 per cent. in Central 
ad West End London and the four others differing 
but little from the average for the country as a whole. 

Sales of food and perishables, which accounted for 
about 55 percent. of the total value reported, 
expanded by 7:4 per cent., this increase being chiefly 
due to a rise of 8:0 per cent. in sales of grocery, pro- 
visions and bakery. All districts showed higher sales 
in the food and perishables division, the advance being 
most marked in the South of England and in Suburban 
Iondon—about 8 per cent. in each case. In Central 
ad West End London, where the sample is peculiar 
in certain respects, the increase amounted to 1°6 per 
cent. only. 


The improvement in sales of other merchandise was 
less marked (1°2 per cent.), and some retailers attri- 
buted this to the damp, mild weather experienced in 
September, which was thought to hold back the 
demand for warmer apparel. The district figures 
varied between an increase of 3°8 per cent. for Central 
and West End London and a decline of 2:0 per cent. 
for Suburban London. Sales of sports and travel 
goods, which had been lower in recent months than in 
the corresponding periods of 1935, recovered in Sep- 
tember, a rise of 9°6 per cent. being recorded. This 
improvement was largely due to the very marked 
increase (23°6 per cent.) in Central and West End 
london. Other categories showing advances larger

than the average for non-food merchandise were boots 
and shoes (60 per cent.), fancy departments (4-7 per 
cent.),. furnishing departments (8°2 per cent.), hard- 
ware (2:1 per cent.) and women’s wear (1°4 per cent.). 
The fall in sales of piece-goods continued, amounting 
in September to 1:4 per cent. There was also a 
decrease in men’s and boys’ wear, shared by all five 
districts, and averaging 3:8 per cent. over the country 
as a whole. 


February—September.—The value of total sales re- 
ported for the first eight months of the trading year 
exceeded that for the corresponding period of 1935 by 
62 per cent. Food rose by 8:4 per cent. and other 
merchandise by 3-8 per cent. Sales were higher in all 
five districts, the percentage increases ranging from 
3°0 per cent. in Central and West End London to 7:3 
per cent. in the Suburban area. The only main cate- 
gory in which the level of sales was actually lower this 
year than last was piece-goods, but men’s and boys’ 
wear failed to show any improvement. 


INDEX NuMBERS: AVERAGE DaILy SALES For 1933=100 


The index for total sales rose from 101 in August to 
109 in September. An advance, partly seasonal, was 
evident in all areas, though it amounted to only three 
points in the South of England and to four in Wales 
and the North of England. The seasonal movement 
was most pronounced in Central and West End 
London, where the rise from the low level of August 
was as large as 27 points, bringing the September index 
to 98. 

For food and perishables the September index was 
118, as compared with 116 a month earlier. In this 
division the index this year has varied only between 
115 and 121. There was a drop of a single point in 
September for Wales and the North of England, while 
the greatest rise in the remaining areas was one of

18 points in Central and West End London, where, 
however, the sample differs in some respects from that 
available for other parts of the country. 

Other merchandise, for which the index showed a 
heavy seasonal fall to 85 in August, recovered to 100 in 
September. The advance was, as usual, sharpest in 
Central and West End London (29 points), and was 
least marked in the South of England and in Suburban 
London (8 points). 


STOCKS 


The value of total stocks at the end of September 
was 3°6 per cent. higher in 1936 than in 1935. This is 
the largest increase so far recorded for any month. 
There were increases in all five districts, the largest 
being 4°5 per cent. in Wales and the North of England, 
and the smallest 2°7 per cent. in Scotland. Stocks

expanded in every main category, the rise being greatest 
(7-1 per cent.) in food and perishables. Among other 
merchandise the category showing the largest increase 
in the value of stocks was boots and shoes (69 per 
cent). 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed 
in retail establishments furnishing this information 
was 2°2 per cent. higher at the end of September, 1936, 
than a year earlier. Suburban London was the only 
area where the number of total employees declined. 
Selling staffs increased on the whole by 24 per cent., 
there being a slight decrease (0°1 per cent.) in Suburban 
London and increases varying from 2:2 per cent. to 
3:1 per cent. in the other four districts. For juveniles 
a greater increase was recorded (7-9 per cent.), and 
there was an improvement in every district. 


THIRD QUARTER OF 1936 


The issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ dated 
October 22 included a review in some detail of the 
oversea trade of the United Kingdom during the third 
quarter of 1936, as compared with the trade in the 
previous quarter and in the third quarter of 1935, 
dealing specifically with certain important classes of 
goods, details of the external trade in which are 
recorded by quantities in the monthly Trade Accounts. 

In continuation of the quarterly series of articles 
dealing with the volume of the oversea trade of the 
United Kingdom, there is given, on pages 617-620, a 
comparison between the import and export trade of the 
third quarter of the year 1936 and the trade of the 
corresponding quarters of 1930 and 1935; this com- 
parison is based on a revaluation of the trade of all 
three periods at the average values shown by the 
records of the whole year 1930. The results establish 
a relation between the volume of our external trade in 
each of these periods, eliminating the factor of price 
changes, and they also furnish an index of the aggre- 
gate effect of the alterations in prices which have 
taken place since 1930. By relating these data to 
similar data previously calculated in respect of pre- 
ceding periods, a broad review can be made of the 
trend of our oversea trade on a quantitative basis and 
also of the price variations experienced in that trade 
since 19380. 

It has not been practicable to obtain information for 
the third quarter of 1930 in as great detail as is now 
available in the Monthly Accounts, and the particulars 





shown in respect of that period are, in the main, based 
only on such information as was published in the 
Accounts prior to the revision of their form and 
scope which was introduced at the beginning of 1934, 
the necessary adjustments being made in respect of 
the transfer of items from one class or group to another 
in the revised classification. Further adjustments 
have been rendered necessary in the 1980 figures (and 
in the 1935 figures previously published) owing to addi- 
tional transfers of items from one group or class to 
another as from January, 1936. The magnitude of 
these transfers and their effect on the index numbers 
is comparatively unimportant in the case of the three 
main classes, though appreciable in respect of certail 
groups therein. 

It may be mentioned that, in order to complete 
these surveys of the various important classes of over- 
sea trade, it has been necessary to include estimates 
in respect of goods for which particulars of the quat- 
tities imported or exported are not recorded; such 
estimates relate, in most cases, to relatively minor 
parts of the groups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS 


The results of the revaluation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during the period January- 
September, 1936, at the average values of 1930, are 
summarised in the following table, in which, also, 
corresponding figures for 1930 are inserted for purposes

On the basis of declared values, imports and exports, 
pth of United Kingdom goods and of imported mer- 
candise, during the first nine months of this year 
showed a very considerable decline in comparison with 
ie corresponding period of 1930. After making allow- 
ace for the price changes which have occurred since 
1930, however, the volume of imports showed a slight 
inrease (3 per cent.), while in the case of exports of 
United Kingdom goods and of imported merchandise 
there were declines of 11 and 17 per cent., 
respectively. Average values of imports, domestic 
aports and re-exports in the nine months were 
rspectively 28, 17 and 16 per cent. below those of the 
year 1930. 

In connection with the decline in the volume of re- 
aports compared with 1930, it should be noted that 
flowing the imposition of duties under the Import 
Duties Act, 1982, there has been an increase in the 
value of goods transhipped under bond, which are not 
reorded as imports and re-exports. In the absence of 
particulars of the goods so transhipped it is not possible 
to calculate the changes in volume which have taken 
jlace, but if such goods had been included in re-exports 
bth in 1930 and in the most recent period, the decline 
in the total volume of goods not of United Kingdom 
produce or manufacture leaving this country would be 
sen to be appreciably less than that recorded above 
for re-exports alone.

Comparing the third quarter of this year with the 
corresponding period of 1935, imports increased in 
volume by 9 per cent., exports of United Kingdom 
goods by 5 per cent. and re-exports by 6 per cent. 
The volume of imports last quarter was 1 per cent. 
greater than in the second quarter of this year. In 
each quarter of the current year the volume of imports 
exceeded that in the corresponding quarter of 1935, 
and for the nine months as a whole there was an 
increase of 8 per cent. The volume of exports of 
United Kingdom goods last quarter showed an increase 
of 94 per cent. over the preceding quarter and was the 
highest for any third quarter since 1930. Since exports 
in the first six months of this year were lower than a 
year earlier, the volume in the nine months increased 
only by about 1} per cent. over last year. In the 
case of re-exports there was the usual seasonal decline 
in volume between the second and third quarters, 
amounting this year to 14 per cent. For the first nine 
months of this year the volume of re-exports was 2 per. 
cent. greater than in January-September, 1935. 

Average values of imports as a whole last quarter 
were substantially the same as in the three preceding 
quarters, but were some 4 per cent. above those in the 
third quarter of 1935. For exports of United Kingdom 
produce, average values last quarter showed a further 
slight increase, and were about 14 per cent. above 
those of the third quarter of last year. In the first 
nine months of this year, also, average values were 
about 14 per cent. above those of the corresponding 
period of last year. Average values of re-exports last 
quarter were 6 per cent. higher than a year earlier, 


‘while for the first nine months of the year average 


values rose by 10 per cent.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of retained 
imports of food, drink and tobacco last quarter was 
2 per cent. greater than in the corresponding quarter 
of last year and about 44 per cent. greater than in the 
third quarter of 1930. Compared with a year ago the 
most important variation was a decline of nearly 30 
per cent. in the volume of retained imports of fresh 
fruit and vegetables. The volume of tobacco also 
showed a decline, which was slight, but for all the 
other groups increases were recorded. These were 
relatively unimportant in the case of grain and flour 
and meat, but imports of living animals for food rose 
by 41 per cent. Retained imports of dairy produce 
increased in volume by 64 per cent., beverages and 
cocoa preparations by about 12 per cent. and other 
food by about 7} per cent. Compared with the third 
quarter of 1930, the volume of imports of dairy 
produce increased by 26 per cent., and the only other 
important food and drink group to show any material 
change was fresh fruit and vegetables, for which a 
decline of 13 per cent. was recorded. Retained imports 
of feeding-stuffs for animals, however, doubled in 
volume, while for tobacco there was an increase of 
83 per cent. 

Compared with the previous quarter the volume of 
retained imports in this class as a whole declined 
slightly, while for the first nine months of the year 
there was an increase of abouf 4 per cent. over the 
corresponding period of 1935. 
~ Although average values in this class were about 
5 per cent. higher last quarter than in the third quarter 
of 1935, they were still 21 per cent. below those in the 
corresponding quarter of 1930. Compared with a year 
ago, average values for grain and flour rose by 20 per 
cent., for dairy produce by 15 per cent. and for meat 
by 5 per cent., while for fresh fruit and vegetables 
and the miscellaneous food group declines of 5 and 7 
per cent., respectively, were recorded. 

Compared with the previous quarter of the year, 
average values in the class as a whole rose by rather 
more than 1 per cent.; for the first nine months of the 
year they were about 4 per cent. higher than a year 
ago. 





Raw Materials.—The volume of retained imports of 
raw materials last quarter was about 20 per cent. 
greater than a year earlier, and nearly 40 per cent. 
greater than in the corresponding period of 1930. 
Compared with the third quarter of last year all but 
two of the groups showed increases, which were most 
marked in respect of raw cotton and undressed hides 
and skins, imports of the former being about 75 per 
cent. greater and of the latter nearly double those 
recorded last year; for wood and timber and for iron 
ore and scrap there were increases of 29 per cent. and 
42 per cent., respectively. The two groups to show 
declines compared with a year earlier were wool (24 
per cent.) and rubber, for which re-exports last quarter, 
as in the previous quarter, exceeded total imports. 
Compared with the corresponding period of 1930, sub- 
stantial increases were recorded for most of the groups 
and only in the case of wool was there a decline. 

The volume of retained imports of raw materials last 
quarter was rather higher than in the two previous 
quarters, and for the first nine months of the year 
there was an increase compared with a year earlier 
of 16 per cent. 

Average values in this class last quarter were some- 
what higher than in the third quarter of last year, but 
were still about 20 per cent. below those for the corre- 
sponding period of 1930. The most substantial 
changes compared with a year earlier were an increase 
of 22 per cent. for raw wool and a decline of 16 per 
cent. for undressed hides and skins. For cotton and 
for textile materials other than cotton, wool and silk 
there was an increase of 7 per cent. in each case, while 
average values of oil seeds, nuts, etc., were higher by 
84 per cent. Compared with the corresponding period 
six years ago, an increase of 13 per cent. was recorded 
for non-ferrous ores and scrap; all the other groups 
showed declines, except wool, for which there was no 
significant change. 
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Changes in average values of imported raw materiak 
during this year have been unimportant; for the firs 
nine months there was an increase of 2 per cent, 
compared with a year earlier. 


Manufactured Articles—The volume of retained 
imports last quarter of articles classed as wholly 
mainly manufactured was 14 per cent. greater than jn 
the third quarter of 1935, but about 3 per cent. leg 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1930. Comparej 
with a year ago, the most important increases were jn 
respect of iron and steel (60 per cent.) and machinery 
(44 per cent.); increases in excess of 20 per cent. wer 
also shown for woollen and cotton goods, textiles othe 
than cotton, wool and silk, apparel and electrical goods 
and apparatus, while for rubber manufactures, manu. 
factures of wood and timber and miscellaneous article 
the increases exceeded 15 per cent. The volume of 
imports in all the textile groups (including apparel) 
was, however, much below the 1930 level. Groups for 
which retained imports exceeded those in the corre. 
sponding quarter of 1930 included non-ferrous metals 
(33 per cent.), manufactured oils, including refined 
petroleum (27 per cent.), paper and cardboard (17 per 
cent.) and machinery and chemicals (each 15 per 
cent.). 

Retained imports of manufactured goods as a whole 
were about 10 per cent. greater in volume than in 
either of the two preceding quarters; for the first nine 
months the volume was 8 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier, 

Average values in this class last quarter were about 
5 per cent. higher than a year ago, but were still 23 per 
cent. lower than in the corresponding period of 1930. 
Of the nineteen groups for which particulars are avail- 
able, twelve showed increases in average values and 
seven decreases, as compared with the third quarter of 
1935. The largest proportionate rise was that recorded 
both for non-ferrous metals and for leather and manv- 
factures (11 per cent.), followed by the miscellaneous 
group (9 per cent.) and the manufactured oils group 
(7 per cent.). Among important groups showing 
declines were machinery (5 per cent.) and paper, card- 
board, etc., and manufactures of textile materials 
other than cotton, wool and silk (4 per cent. in each 
case); somewhat larger proportionate declines were 
shown for cotton and woollen goods and for rubber 
manufactures. Average values in this group differed 
little from those recorded for the previous quarter; 
for the nine months as a whole they were about 6 per 
cent. higher than a year ago.

The tables on this and the following pages give detailed figures supplementing the information contained in the 
article. A comparison is made between the external trade of July to September, 1936, and the corresponding 
periods of 1930 and 1935, as well as for the period January to September, 1936, by estimating, as nearly as available 
data permit, the value which would be put upon imports and exports in the mass if each item had the same average 
value per unit of quantity as was declared for goods of the same description in the year 1930. In this way 

gate figures are obtained, the comparison of which with the actual values recorded for those periods and for the 
1930 enables the extent of the influence of price changes, and the aggregate changes in the volume of goods 
imported and exported, to be estimated.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of exports of 
jood, drink and tobacco last quarter was about 7 per 
wat. greater than a year earlier, but about 10 per cent. 
gg than in the third quarter of 1930. Compared with 
ayear ago, exports of beverages and cocoa preparations 
inreased by 23 per cent., and of tobacco by 14 per 
nt.; for the large ‘‘ other food ’’ group, however, a 
jecline of nearly 9 per cent. was recorded. 


The volume of exports in this class was 14 per cent. 
ter than in the previous quarter of this year; for 
the first nine months of the year exports of food, drink 
and tobacco exeeeded those in the corresponding period 
of 1985 by 8 per cent. 


Average values for this class as a whole were 4 per 
ent. higher last quarter than a year ago, but were still 
i per cent. below those recorded for the corresponding 
period of 1930. Compared with a year ago, there was 
am increase in respect of beverages and cocoa prepara- 
tions of nearly 12 per cent., due largely to a rise in the 
average value of the spirits exported. For the class as 
awhole, average values were somewhat lower than in 
the previous quarter; throughout this year values have 
pen higher than in the corresponding periods of last 
year, the rise over the nine months exceeding 4 per 
cent. 


Raw Materials —The volume of raw materials ex- 
prted last quarter was about 2 per cent. less than in 
the corresponding quarter a year ago and nearly 6 per 
ent. less than in the third quarter of 1930. This was 
inthe main due to the decline in exports of coal; com- 
pared with a year ago, these fell by nearly 10 per cent., 
owing principally to the absence of any exports to Italy 
ist quarter. Most of the other groups showed in- 
(eases compared with a year ago, the only important 
decline being one of about 7 per cent. for wool. There 
was an increase of 39 per cent. for unrefined oils, etc. 
Apart from coal, wood and timber was the only group 
to show a decline compared with the third quarter of 
1980, exports of non-ferrous ores and scrap and of the 
various textile materials showing very substantial in- 
meases. Exports of raw materials were about 7 per 
ent. higher than in the previous quarter; for the nine 
months there was a decline of about 7 per cent. 


Average values in this class last quarter were about 
per cent. higher than a year earlier, but were 6 per 
ent, less than in the corresponding quarter of 1930.

Exports of 
vehicles, including locomotives, ships and aircraft rose 
by nearly 20 per cent. Among other groups to show 
increases compared with a year ago may be mentioned 
pottery, glass, etc. (8 per cent.), paper, cardboard, etc. 
(8 per cent.), and chemicals, etc. (5 per cent.), while 
for the miscellaneous group there was a rise of 14 per 
cent. Exports of manufactured oils and fats declined 
by over 6 per cent. 


Compared with the third quarter of 1930, increases 
were shown for all the textile groups (though not for 
apparel), as well as for non-ferrous metals, cutlery, etc., 
chemicals, manufactured oils, leather and manufac- 
tures, paper and cardboard, rubber manufactures and 
the miscellaneous group. Substantial declines were 
recorded for iron and steel, electrical goods and 
apparatus and apparel. 


The volume of exports of manufactured goods last 
quarter was nearly 10 per cent. greater than in the 
preceding quarter; for the first six months of this year 
exports differed little from those of a year earlier, but 
the increase last quarter made the total for the nine 
months nearly 2 per cent. higher than a year ago. 


Average values in this class, though rather higher 
last quarter than a year earlier, were still 17 per cent. 
lower than in the third quarter of 1930. Compared 
with a year ago, there were increases for yarns and 
manufactures of cotton, wool and silk, and for apparel, 
as well as for iron and steel, cutlery, ete., machinery, 
and electrical goods and apparatus. Compared with 
the corresponding quarter of 1930, machinery was the 
only important group to show a rise in average values, 
probably due largely to changes in the kinds of 
machinery exported. The average values recorded for 
this class last quarter were slightly higher than in the 
preceding quarter, and for the first nine months of the 
year there was a rise of about 1 per cent. compared 
with a year ago.

Coal production in August was less than in July in 
all the countries specified except Poland and the 
United States, for which small increases were recorded. 
The notable reduction in France may be attributed 
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largely to the introduction in certain important coal- 
fields of a scheme for paid holidays, accompanied by 
the temporary closing of some of the pits, while the 
smaller number of working days accounted for the 
other declines recorded. Compared with August, 
1935, output was greater in each of the countries 
shown, except France, the increase in the case of the 
United States being particularly marked.

On a daily basis coal output was considerably lower 
in August than in July in France (16 per cent.) and 
higher in Poland (10 per cent.), while the figures for 
Belgium and Germany showed little change. In the 
United States the daily output of bituminous coal 
increased by 3} per cent., but that of anthracite 
declined by over 12 per cent. With the exception of 
France, the daily output of coal in each of the coun- 
tries specified was greater in August than a year 
earlier, the increases being substantial in the case of 
the United States (bituminous 32 per cent. and 
anthracite 29 per cent.) and Germany (12 per cent.). 
For France a decrease of about 11 per cent. was 
shown.

As compared with the previous month, daily output 
of pig iron during August showed a substantial increase 
in Belgium and reached a level somewhat above the 
production of the early months of the year.

ComMiItTTEr’s WorkK AND PROJECTS 

The first meeting of this Committee was held on Octo- 
ber 13, and the desirability of standardisation in relation to 
studio lighting equipment, length of reels and _ inter- 
changeability of sound heads were subjects which were sug- 
gested for immediate consideration. 

A revision of the existing specification for 16 mm. sound 
film is also being undertaken to incorporate the modifications 
that have been adopted by the International Standards 
Association as a result of the Conference held recently at 
Budapest, at which the industry had been represented. 

Arrangements have been made for these proposals to be 
the subject of immediate consideration. 

Any proposals for standardisation that are received from 
any authoritative organisation in the cinematograph in- 
dustry will be brought before the new Committee, and if it is 
agreed that it is a question that could usefully be con- 
sidered from the aspect of standardisation, work will be 
begun forthwith, or if necessary a preliminary conference of 
all interests will be held to ascertain what the views of the 
industry as a whole are in regard to the proposal. 

The new Committee will be actively associated with the 
work of the International Standards Committee and will 
also be kept fully informed of developments in other 
countries and, in particular, of the work carried out in 
America.—British Standards Institution.

SNGAGEMENTS OF SEAMEN IN THE 
SEPTEMBER QUARTER AND THE FIRST NINE 
MONTHS OF 1936 


Engagements of seamen at mercantile marine offices in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland during the third 
quarter of 1936 numbered 115,920, as compared with 111,091 
and 109,386, respectively, in the corresponding quarters of 
1935 and 1934. During the nine months ended September 
the number of engagements amounted to 314,484 in 1936, 
313,324 in 1935 and 315,186 in 1934. In the returns of 
engagements prior to 1935 the seamen were classified under 
(1) British, other than Asiatics and Africans; (2) 
Foreigners, other than Asiatics and Africans; (3) Chinese; 
(4) Arabs, and (5) Other Asiatics and Africans. Com- 
mencing with the first quarter of 1935, the figures published 
in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’? have been on a new basis, the statistics 
being designed to effect a complete separation of the seamen 
according to whether they are of British or of foreign 
nationality.

Engagements of both British and foreign seamen in the 
September quarter of this year showed an increase on the 
numbers for a year earlier, British seamen representing 97°6 
per cent. of the total, as compared with 97:7 per cent. in 
the earlier period. Substantial increases were recorded in 
the engagements of British seamen in each of the specified 
categories, except Chinese, that in respect of white British 
seamen being 3,946 (3-7 per cent.). The increase of 237 in 
the number of foreign seamen engaged in the September 
quarter of this year over the corresponding number in 1935 
was attributable to the increase in white seamen, the other 
three categories showing decreases. 


The proportion of the total represented by white seamen 
(British and foreign) declined from 98-1 per cent. in the 
September quarter of 1935 to 97:7 per cent. in the third 
quarter of this year, although the actual number of engage- 
ments increased by 4,359. There were increases in both 
number and proportion in respect of Arab and “ other ” 
seamen, while the engagements of Chinese seamen declined. 


For the first nine months as a whole the engagements of 
British seamen represented 97-6 per cent. of the total in 
1936 and 97-5 per cent. in 1935. The total number of 
engagements, British and foreign, increased by 1,160 (0-4 
per cent.), the proportions of the total in the four specified 
categories approximating closely to those recorded in the 
first nine months of 1936.

FOREIGN VISITORS, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 


The number of visitors to the British Isles from foreign 
countries during September brought the total for the first 
nine months of this year to 233,990, an increase of 6,222 
over the total for the whole of last year. It also shows an 
increase of 14,609 over the total for the corresponding nine 
months of 1930, the peak year of foreign travel to this 
country. 

The totals for September this year were 24,932 holiday 
and 9,025 business visitors, as compared with 21,241 and 
7,904, respectively, in September, 1935. These figures show 
an increase of 3,691 in the number of holiday visitors and an 
increase in the combined total of 4,812. 

The most striking increases last month were from the 
United States, France and Germany. The totals given by 
the Home Office being France, 5,512, compared with 4,050 
a year earlier, and an increase of 1,462; Germany, 3,572, 
against 3,040, or 532 more; and the United States, 5,845, 
against 4,853, or 992 more. 

Week-end and day visitors from France and Belgium are 
not included in these figures, nor are the very numerous 
but unrecorded visitors from the British Dominions and 
Colonies.—Travel and Industrial Development Association of 
Great Britain and Ireland.

AUSTRALIA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN MAY 


The oversea trade of Australia for the month of May, 
1936, recently made available by the Commonwealth 
Statistician, Canberra, shows that imports of merchandise 
in May, 1936, were valued at £stg.6,860,000, as compared 
with £stg.6,339,000 in May, 1935, an increase of £stg.521,000 
(8 percent.), and exports of merchandise were £stg.6,457 ,000, 
as compared with £stg.7,023,000, a decrease of £stg.566,000 
(8 per cent.). 

The unfavourable commodity balance of trade in May, 
1936, was £stg.403,000, as compared with a favourable 
balance of £stg.684,000 in May, 1935. Including bullion 
and specie, a favourable balance of £stg.304,000 was re- 
corded in May, 1936, against £stg.1,285,000 in May, 1935.

Exports of merchandise (values in Australian currency) 
were £A.8,087,000 in May, 1936, and £A.8,797,000 in May, 
1935. Exports of bullion and specie in the same two months 
were, respectively, £A.1,136,000 and £A.970,000. The total 
exports in May, 1936, amounted to £A.9,223,000, compared 
with £A.9,767,000 in May, 1935, a decrease of 6 per cent.

Bhadoi sowing is being com- 
pleted and rabi sowing has commenced. 

Orissa, October 19.—Rainfall has been heavy in Ganjam 
and light to moderate elsewhere. The sowing of castor and 
mustard seed is going on. Cotton and till are flowering in 
Cuttack. Sugarcane, paddy and gingelly are thriving. 

Central Provinces, October 17.—The weather has been 
dear and cool. Khariff is in good condition. Rice has been 
damaged by root rot and stem borers. The sowing of linseed 
is proceeding. 

Bengal, October 21.—Light rain has fallen in places. The 
harvesting of autumn crops is complete. Crop prospects are 
fair. 


Bombay, October 24.—There has not been any rain in the 
Presidency. Khariff harvesting and rabi sowing are pro- 
ceeding. Rain is needed in North Guzerat, where cotton 
and groundnuts are withering owing to deficient moisture. 


Sind, October 24.—No rain has fallen; the sky has been 
cear. Cotton picking continues, and rice is being harvested. 


Assam, October 26.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop outturn and prospects are fair.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


WEATHER, CROPS AND TRADE 


Cable advices received from Barbados on October 1 and 13 
reported that good showers had been general. Trade is 
normal for the time of year and shows signs of increasing 
activity. 

Weather in Jamaica has been favourable generally to the 
growing crops. Trade conditions show a tendency to im- 
prove. Exports of bananas are now improving; total ship- 
ments for the eight months ended August amounted to 
11,474,240 stems, compared with 15,678,968 stems during 
the corresponding period of last year. The market for honey 
is quiet but firm; the new crop is not expected before 
November or December. The citrus fruit season has begun 
and prospects of a good crop are encouraging. 

In Trinidad weather has been seasonable, although the 
rainfall has been somewhat heavier than usual. Trade 
generally is dull. The young canes are in very healthy con- 
dition, and the outlook for the 1937 sugar crop is promising. 
With the higher prices ruling for cocoa, the outlook for this 
industry is brighter than for some considerable time past. 
Activity in the oil industry is being maintained. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, exports of 
domestic produce from Dominica are improving. Prospects 
for next year’s sugar crops in Antigua and St. Kitts con- 
tinue to be very favourable. Local prices in Grenada for 
nutmegs and mace have improved. The 1936-37 crop of 
arrowroot in St. Vincent is estimated at about 30,000 
barrels; exports of this commodity for the eight months 
ended August amounted to 19,847 barrels, compared with 
21,071 barrels during the corresponding period of last year. 
The following export figures of bananas during the first 
eight months of this and last year reflect the progress which 
is being made in this new industry:—Dominica, 60,737 
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bunches (36,099); St. Lucia, 77,887 bunches (37,620); and 
St. Vincent, 20,226 (against 310 bunches). 

Weather conditions in British Guiana have been very hot 
and dry. Trade generally is dull, although the recent slight 
improvement has been maintained. Grinding of the autumn 
sugar crop is progressing satisfactorily, and good yields are 
reported. The rice market is fairly active; prospects for 
the coming crop, however, are poor owing to the heavy rains 
in the first half of the year. Considerable activity continues 
in both the gold and bauxite industries.—Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas).

NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEA TRADE IN JULY 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled 
in the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington, the value of 
exports in July was £4,680,509, an increase of £459,538, or 
10-9 per cent., over the June total. An increase in the 
value of exports between June and July is unusual, exports 
of farm produce normally showing a sharp fall in the latter 
month. The export of butter in July was abnormally high 
for the time of the year, 251,975 ewts. being exported in 
that month, the declared export value being £1,536,799, 8 
compared with 212,030 ewts., valued at £1,024,078 in July 
of last year. 

Exports of lamb were lower in July than in June, though 
not to a marked extent. Beef and mutton showed slight 
increases as compared with the June figures, while exports 
of pork totalled 54,506 ewts. in July, valued at £141,951, as 


against 30,591 ewts. in June, of a value of £81,794. The value 


of imports in July last was £3,530,167, an increase of 
£96,502 over the total in June. Imports have remained 
buoyant throughout the whole of the expired portion of the 
current calendar year, each monthly total being materially 
higher than the total in the same month of 1935. Despite 
the enhanced value of imports indicated by the statistics, 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


the excess of export value resulting from commodity trade 
during the seven months ended July 31 amounted to 
£15,520,713, as compared with £10,662,254 during the same 
period of last year. The improvement in prices of wool 
and dairy products has contributed to the considerably 
higher value of exports experienced this year, while the 
volume of exports has also been higher, owing to a more 
favourable farm-production season. 

The excess of commodity exports over imports of mer- 
chandise usually shows a sharp fall between June and July; 
but, owing to the abnormal increase in exports during July, 
the excess of exports as a result of the month’s oversea 
iading in commodities was £1,150,342, as compared with 
£787,306 in June, an increase of £363,036.

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 

The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 

Wholesale orders are expanding at the larger centres in 
the Union, and a further improvement is expected. Retail 
turnovers at Cape Town are appreciably in excess of the 
figures for the corresponding period the previous year, and 
business is brisk at Johannesburg owing to the large influx 
of visitors to the Empire Exhibition. Activity in the build- 
ing and allied trades is well maintained at most centres, 
and property markets are firm, particularly at Johannes- 
burg. The farming position and outlook are satisfactory, 
although the absence of rain is adversely affecting the grain 
areas and may result in insufficient grazing in some districts. 
The condition of livestock is good. 


Gotp Outrrput: Rattway EarnineGs 


In the Transvaal the output of gold in September (26 work- 
ing days) amounted to 967,328 fine ozs., with a value, in- 
cluding the premium, on the basis of £6 17s. per fine oz., of 
£6,626,197, compared with 902,333 fine ozs., with a value, 
on the basis of £7 per fine oz., of £6,316,331 in September, 
1935 (25 working days). The average daily output increased 
108 fine ozs. to 37,205 and the number of natives employed 
by 1,425 to 295,981. 

Railway earnings from September 6 to October 10 were 
£3,175,941, or £300,941 above the Budget estimate. Total 
earnings from April 1 to October 10 were £16,679,473, or 
about £824,000 above the estimate, as compared with 
£15,298,405 for the corresponding period of the previous 
financial year. 


Maize, Woot, Hives, Eto. 


The maize position is virtually unchanged. Price fluctua- 
tions have been frequent within narrow limits, but the 
undertone of the market remains firm. Owing to the dry 
conditions prevailing in most wheat districts and also to 
the appearance of rust in the Western Province the latest 
crop reports are disappointing and the yield is expected to 
be considerably below the figures for the previous season.

The Union wool market is showing a firm upward tendency 
owing to extensive purchases on Japanese account and the 
keen competition from Germany and France. Further 
activity by French buyers is expected owing to the de- 
valuation of the franc, and prospects generally are con- 
sidered satisfactory. 

The mohair market is firm, with strong demand for 
winter hair. Stocks on hand are small. 

The local demand for hides has improved and prices are 
slightly firmer. 

Skins are firm and competition keen, especially for goat 
skins and Angoras. Ostrich feathers are dull. 

There is a fair demand from overseas for wattlebark, and 
prices are firm, while the position of the extract market is 
unchanged. 

The soft goods trade is improving and indents are appre- 
ciably higher. The principal manufacturing industries 
continue to be fully employed.

(From the Estonian Legation in London)

tonditions in Estonia have improved greatly, a high degree

TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


In agriculture conditions have not been favourable for 
production, owing to the extremely hot summer. The total 
grain crop shows a drop of 8-4 per cent., but as the area 
sown has been increased by 8 per cent., the harvest of grain 
for food, however, exceeds the average of the last ten years 
by 10 per cent. The potato crop is likely to equal last year’s 
yield, and that of flax fibre is estimated to be 16 per cent. 
above the average. The field and meadow hay yield has been 
good in quality and quantity. 


Industry proved the busiest section of the economic system 
from the point of view of employment as well as of produc- 
tion. The industrial output in the first six months of 1936 
advanced by 12-2 per cent. compared with the corre- 
sponding period of last year. During the same time the 
number of workers in the large-scale and smaller industries 
increased by 14-9 per cent. as compared with the first half 
of 1935. On July 1, the number of employed was 50:4 per 
cent. greater than in 1933, when economic activity was at 
a low ebb, and 21:8 per cent. higher than in the pre-crisis 
year of 1929. 


The rise in prices which has been noticeable since 1935 is 
for the most part due to an improvement in prices for 
farm produce. 


The cost of living stands at a level some ten per cent. 
higher than in the second half of 1933. In the first eight 
months of 1936 the cost of living rose by 14-9 per cent., but 
failed to reach the 1929 level. 


Foreign TRADE 


The foreign trade turnover for the first eight months of 
the current year shows an increase of 12-6 per cent., chiefly 
accounted for by a rise in imports to 53-9 million kroons, as 
compared with 42-9 million kr. for the same period of last 
year. Exports rose from 51-°8 million kr. to 52-7 million kr. 
The increase in imports is due to a great extent to the 
heavier importation of raw materials and machinery, i.e. 
means for production. The rise in exports was checked 
mainly owing to the small harvest in 1935, but also, in some 
degree, to increased home consumption.

The total value of imports into and exports from Paraguay 
during the June quarter of the current year was 2,876,103 
gold pesos and 3,486,520 gold pesos, as compared with 
3,206,443 gold pesos and 3,693,314 gold pesos, respectively, 
in the corresponding quarter of 1935. It will be seen that a 
favourable balance amounting to 610,417 gold pesos was 
recorded in the quarter under review, as against one of 
486,871 gold pesos a year earlier.

ForEIGN TRADE 


Sweden’s trade with foreign countries showed a continu 
expansion during the second quarter, the total turnover 
amounting to 747-8 million kronor, as against 682-4 million 
kr. in the preceding year. While the second quarter of 1935 
showed an excess of imports of 31 million kr., the excess of 
imports for the corresponding period of this year fell to 14 
million kr. Movements in the various groups of commodities 
were somewhat uneven, a considerable increase in comparison 
with the corresponding quarter of 1935 having occurred jp 
imports of animal and vegetable foodstuffs, coal and coke, 
and iron and steel, while imports.of colonial goods, seeds, oil. 
cake and rubber products contracted considerably. Among 
exports there was again a great increase in iron ore. Exports 
of wood pulp, iron and steel, machinery, etc., and of live 
animals also showed considerable increases, while exports 
of animal foodstuffs decreased. 

Freights improved during the summer, especially inward 
freights, for which the index figure rose from 89 in April 
to 96 in July (1913 = 100). Outward freights rose only 
from 121 to 122, after having been as high as 124 in June.— 
Swedish Consulate-General in London.

SWEDEN 
INDUSTRIAL AND TRADE CONDITIONS 


During the second quarter of 1936 the economic and in- 
dustrial position in Sweden remained favourable. Employ- 
ment in industry improved on the whole, as is shown by the 
increase in the employment figure compiled by the Social 
Board, viz. from 3-71 during the first quarter to 3-82 
(3°00 = moderately good employment). The increase must, 
however, be considered as partly of a seasonal nature. 


All groups showed more than medium good employment, 
especially the iron and metal industries and engineering, 
while the chemico-technical industry returned the least 
satisfactory figures. The position in the last group was 
slightly less favourable than during April-June, 1935.

In the leading export industries the position improved 
considerably. At the end of July the total of timber sold 
amounted to about 675,000 standards, as against about 
600,000 stds. in 1935. The great demand for wood for build- 
ing and industrial purposes in certain countries, especially 
in England, in conjunction with the agreement entered into 
in the autumn of last year for the regulation of the 1936 
exports, led to a shortage of certain sizes, and prices were 
in consequence firm and improved 10 to 20 per cent. in 
comparison with the beginning of the season. 


As the estimated production of chemical pulp for the 
current year had already been disposed of, sales during the 
summer for delivery in 1936 were inappreciable. For de- 
livery in 1937 more than half the production has been sold. 
Prices were firm for the cellulose which has come into the 
market. Sales of mechanical pulp have also been limited. 
Prices, particularly for wet pulp, must, however, still be 
considered unfavourable. Shipments during the second 
quarter were higher throughout than last year.

CHANGES IN Exports 





The increase in value of exports compared with August 
of last year was shared by seven of the eleven commodity 
goups. Inedible vegetable products, machinery and 
yehicles, and chemicals and related products declined 
dightly, while textile fibres and manufactures declined 
considerably. 

The decline in the machinery group was due to a falling 
of in the exports of automobiles. However, during the 
frst eight months of this year automobile exports have been 
considerably larger than during the corresponding period of 
last year. Exports of electrical machinery and apparatus, 
industrial machinery, printing and book-binding machinery 
vere all larger than in August, 1935; while exports of office 
appliances and agricultural machinery, including imple- 
ments, declined moderately. 

The falling off in exports of textile fibres and manufac- 
tures was due almost entirely to a continuation in the drop 
in the exports of unmanufactured cotton which began in 
the last few months of the crop year ending with July. 
Although the exports in the first month of the current crop 
year were less than in August, 1935, the exports of cotton 
om a poundage basis have been slightly larger for the first 
eight months of the current calendar year compared with the 
corresponding period of last year. In terms of value, exports 
of unmanufactured cotton have been slightly smaller. 


Exports of cotton semi-manufactures and finished manu- 
factures were larger in August, as well as in the first eight 
months of the current year, compared with the corre- 
sponding periods of last year. 

The decline in the exports of inedible vegetable products 
was due mainly to the lower value of leaf tobacco exports and 
to smaller shipments of automobile tyres, while the decline 
in the chemical group was due to smaller shipments of coal- 
tar products and fertilisers. 


The largest absolute increase in value of exports, com- 
pared with August, 1935, occurred in exports of edible 
vegetable products, non-metallic minerals and metals, and 
manufactures. Exports of both dried and canned fruits in- 
creased sharply, while practically the whole of the rise in 
exports of non-metallic minerals was due to larger ship- 
ments of petroleum and petroleum products, coal and crude 
sulphur. In the metals group, the increase was due to 
larger iron and steel exports. 


































CHANGES IN IMPoRTS 


The rise in the value of imports, compared with August 
lass year, was shared by all commodity groups, except 
vegetable products, which declined sharply, due to a large 
decrease in the imports of sugar. Imports of other items 
in this group increased considerably, particularly imports of 
wheat, feeds, edible vegetable oils and whisky, but in the 
aggregate the rise was smaller in value than the decline in 
sugar. 

Commodities in the other ten groups, each of which in- 
creased in value by at least one million dollars, included 
fish, fur skins, crude rubber, inedible vegetable oils, raw 
silk, wood pulp, newsprint, and precious and imitation 
stones. Collectively, these eight imports rose slightly more 
than 13 million dols. 


General imports of merchandise exceeded exports of mer- 
thandise by 16,767,000 dols. In the first eight months of 
the year imports have exceeded exports by 40,607,000 dols., 
# compared with a net balance of merchandise exports of 
29,341,000 dols. in the corresponding period of 1935.

DENUNCIATION OF CONVENTION REGARDING 
COMMERCIAL RELATIONS 


Notice was given to the Japanese Government on Octo- 
ber 21 of the denunciation of the Convention between Japan 
and the United Kingdom signed on July 12, 1934, regarding 
commercial relations between India and Japan. 


{The text of the Convention was published in 1934 as a 
Parliamentary Paper: Reference No. Cmd.

The Report which is issued by the Head Office in Mel- 
bourne gives a survey of the trade position in Australia and 
the valuable work undertaken by the Association during the 
past year in the interests of British manufacturers exporting 
to the Commonwealth. 


Statistical Year Book of the World Power Conference, No. 1, 
1933 and 1934. Edited, with an Introduction and Explanatory 
Text, by Frederick Brown, B.Sc. (Econ.), F.8.8. London ;: The 
Central Office of the World Power Conference (36, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2). 1936. £1. 28-5 cm., pp. 112. 

This is the first volume of a new statistical annual devoted 
to the power resources of the world and their development and 
utilisation. It contains an inventory, based on the latest avail- 
able estimates, of the power resources of the various countries, 
and annual statistics, relating to 1933 and 1934, of the produc- 
tion, stocks, imports, exports and consumption of coals, brown 
coal and lignite, peat, wood, petroleum, benzoles, alcohols, 
natural gas, water power and electricity. In the statistics of 
electricity, production at different types of plant and consump- 
tion in different uses are shown separately as well as in totals ; 
the statistics of water power are also given in considerable 
detail. Statistics for about sixty countries are included, and, 
where practicable, continental and world totals are presented. 
One outstanding feature of the publication is the attempt that 
has been made to secure comprehensiveness and comparability. 
As regards comprehensiveness, all the important sources of 
power are included, except manufactured gas, which will be 
included in subsequent issues of the Year Book; and though it 
has not been possible to include figures for every country in 
every table, the omissions are generally due to the minor im- 
portance of the particular form of power in the economy of the 
country omitted. As regards comparability, the world-wide 
and semi-official organisation of the World Power Conference 
was enlisted in the planning and preparation of the volume, 
and most of the statistics were specially compiled by the 
National Committees of the World Power Conference and by 
Government Departments in England and abroad in conformity 
with standard definitions drawn up by a committee of experts ; 
these definitions are reproduced in the text. The statistics 
were edited and the explanatory text was written by Mr. 
Frederick Brown, Lecturer in Statistics and Business Adminis- 
tration at the London School of Economics and Political 
Science (University of London), who contributed two papers to 
the Third World Power Conference held in Washington in 
September. Some of the information presented has not been 
published before in any country, and it is believed that the 
volume is the most comprehensive collection of closely-defined 
and comparable statistics of power resources, development and 
utilisation yet published in any country. 

Such a mine of statistical information is hardly susceptible 
of summarisation within the limits of a review. It can only 
be said that statisticians, economists, engineers and others, 
who require such information as comparable figures of coal 
consumed in the United States and the Soviet Union, or of 
electricity generated in metallurgical works in Poland and 
Japan, or estimates of the world production of petroleum or 
wood, or the proportion of electricity generated in Europe by 
water power, will find it.in this Year Book.

‘* Metallic Wear ’’ formed the subject of a general discus- 
sion by members of a number of interested institutions at 
the last annual meeting of the Institute of Metals. The 
opening paper by Dr. H. W. Brownsdon is given in this, 
the latest, volume of the Institute’s Proceedings, together 
with a record of a discussion in which no fewer than twenty- 
one experts expressed their views on a subject of the greatest 
importance to the engineering world. 

Following the Presidential Address of Mr. W. R. Barclay, 
0.B.E., in which he deals with organised development in the 
non-ferrous metal industries, are fourteen papers and related

B.S. Specification 27.51. High-Pressure Seamless Copper 
Tubes. 

A revised edition of the B.S. Specification T.51 for High- 
Pressure Seamless Copper Tubes for Aircraft work has been 
issued by the British Standards Institution. 

The principal revision consists in a modification to the 
method for testing the bores of the tubes. Hitherto the bore 
of each tube 3 in. outside diameter and over was required to 
be examined visually, the smaller tubes being tested by passing 
air through them at low pressure. The bores of all tubes have 
now to permit of a brass bob, a wire with a brass bob 
attached, or a wire to pass through freely. The bob or wire 
has to be 80 per cent. of the nominal bore and the length of 
the bob must be not less than twice its diameter. 

The internal hydraulic test pressure for tubes over 4 in. 
outside diameter has been reduced from 6,000 Ib. per sq. in. to 
4,000 Ib. per sq. in.
